DALLAS — A biology professor who refuses to write letters of 
recommendation for his students if they don't believe in evolution is 
being accused of religious discrimination, and federal officials are 
investigating, the school said. 


The legal complaint was filed against Texas Tech University and professor 
Michael Dini by a student and the Liberty Legal Institute, a religious freedom 
group that calls Dini's policy "open religious bigotry." 


"Students are being denied recommendations not because of their competence 
in understanding evolution, but solely because of their personal religious 
beliefs," said Kelly Shackelford, chief counsel for the institute. 


The Department of Justice asked Texas Tech in Jan. 21 letter to respond to the 
allegations, university officials said. 


Texas Tech spokeswoman Cindy Rugeley said that the university stands by Dini, 
and that his policies do not conflict with those of Texas Tech. 


"A letter of recommendation is a personal matter between a professor and 
student and is not subject to the university control or regulation," Texas Tech 
Chancellor David Smith wrote in October in response to an earlier letter of 
complaint. 


Dini, an associate professor who has been at Texas Tech for 10 years, said 
Wednesday he didn't know about a federal inquiry. He referred questions about 
his policy toa that outlines it. 
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"If you cannot truthfully and forthrightly affirm a scientific answer to this 
question, then you should not seek my recommendation for admittance to 
further education in the biomedical sciences," Dini writes. 


The legal complaint began with Texas Tech student Micah Spradling, who 
withdrew from Dini's class and the university in the fall and enrolled at Lubbock 
Christian University after learning about Dini's policy. 


Spradling, 22, wants to become a physician and said he needed a letter of 
recommendation from a biology professor but, as a creationist, he said he 
couldn't "sit there and truthfully say I believe in human evolution." 


"It's a theory. You read about it in textbooks. I could explain the process, maybe 
how some people say it happens, but I could not have said ... I believe in it," 
Spradling said Wednesday. "I really don't see how believing in the evolution of 
humanity has anything to do with patient care or studying science." 


Spradling re-enrolled at Texas Tech this semester, after obtaining a 
recommendation letter at the other school. 


Dini writes that he has the policy because he doesn't believe anyone should 
practice in a biology-related field without accepting "the most important theory 
in biology." 


"Good scientists would never throw out data that do not conform to their 
expectations or beliefs," he writes. 


Dini also says he refuses to write letters of recommendation for students he 
doesn't know fairly well and those who haven't earned an "A" in one of his 
classes. 
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PURCELLVILLE -- Patrick Henry College was 
notified on November 13 that it had received 
initial accreditation by the American Academy for 
Liberal Education.

Professor Dumped Over Evolution Beliefs

said she was asked to resign for 
introducing elite students to flaws in 
Darwinian thought, and she now says 
academic freedom at her school is just a 
charade. 


During a recent honors forum at Mississippi University for 
Women (MUW), Dr. Nancy Bryson gave a presentation titled 
“Critical Thinking on Evolution” -- which covered alternate 
views to evolution such as intelligent design. Bryson said that 
following the presentation, a senior professor of biology told 
her she was unqualified and not a professional biologist, and 
said her presentation was “religion masquerading as science.” 


The next day, Vice President of Academic Affairs, Dr. Vagn 
Hansen asked Bryson to resign from her position as head of 
the school’s Division of Science and Mathematics. 


“The academy is all about free thought and 
academic freedom. He hadn’t even heard my 
talk,” Bryson told American Family Radio News. 
“TWlithout knowing anything about my talk, he 
makes that decision. I think it’s just really an 
outrage.” 


Bryson believes she was punished for challenging evolutionary 
thought and said she hopes her dismissal will smooth the way 
for more campus debate on the theory of evolution. University 
counsel Perry Sansing said MUW will not comment on why 
Bryson was asked to resign because it is a personnel matter. 


“The best reaction,” Bryson says, “and the most encouraging 
reaction I have received has been from the students.” She 
added that the students who have heard the talk, “They have 
been so enthusiastically supportive of me.” 


Bryson has contacted the American Family Association Center 
for Law and Policy and is considering taking legal action 
against the school.

An international team of astronomers has discovered within the heart of a nearby spiral qalaxy a 
quasar whose light spectrum indicates that itis billions of light years away. The finding poses a

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The young faint Sun paradox and the age of the solar 
system

According to theory, the Sun derives energy by the 
thermonuclear conversion of hydrogen into helium, deep 
inside its core. There is convincing evidence that the Sun 
is getting at least half of its energy by this method. Such 
a thermonuclear source could power the Sun for nearly 
10 billion years. Most scientists think that the Sun (along 
with the rest of the solar system) is about 4.6 billion 
years old, which means it would have exhausted 
approximately half its ‘life’. 

Over the Sun’s lifetime, the thermonuclear reactions 
would, according to theory, gradually change the 
composition of the core of the Sun and alter the Sun’s 
overall physical structure. Because of this process, the 
Sun would gradually grow brighter with age. Thus, if the 
Sun is indeed 4.6 billion years old, it should have 
brightened by nearly 40% over this time.? 


Evolutionists maintain that life appeared on the 
Earth around 3.8 billion years ago. Since then, 
the Sun would have brightened about 25%,2 
though there is some uncertainty in that figure. 
3 This would appear to present a temperature 
problem for the evolution of life and the Earth. 
With the current hand-wringing over global 
warming, one would expect that such a large 
difference in the solar output would have 
greatly increased the Earth’s temperature over 
billions of years. Yet most biologists and 
geologists believe that the Earth has 
experienced a nearly constant average 
temperature over the past 4.6 billion years, 
with perhaps warmer conditions prevailing 
early on.4 The problem of how the Sun could 
have increased in brightness while the Earth 
maintained a constant temperature is called 
the ‘early faint Sun paradox’. 


Just how great is the problem? A simple calculation can 
be made assuming that, over time, there has been no 
change in the Earth’s reflectivity or the ability of the 

Earth to radiate heat. While this approach is almost 
certainly unrealistic, it is useful to illustrate the problem. 

With these assumptions, we find that a 25% increase in 

solar luminosity increases the average temperature of 
the Earth by about 18°C. Since the current average 
temperature of the Earth is 15°C, the average 
temperature of the Earth 3.8 billion years ago would 
have been below freezing (-3°C). Thus when life 
supposedly was just beginning, much of the Earth would 
have been frozen. 

Even with such a low average temperature some tropical 
portions of the Earth may have remained ice-free. 
Naturally, evolutionists could argue that life developed 
in the warmer areas and then held on until the Earth 
warmed. However, there are at least two problems with 
this. 


With the obviously disastrous results on our nearest 
planetary neighbors, how did the Earth avoid a similar 
fate? How did the Earth’s atmosphere manage to evolve 
in such a delicate fashion? One possibility ts that it just 
happened that way. The geological and biological 
processes removed greenhouse gases at exactly the 
same average rate to compensate for the increased solar 
luminosity. What would be the probability of this 
happening by chance? 

Because the evolution of such a delicate balance is so 
improbable, some have suggested that the Earth’s 
biosphere behaves as a giant single organism. This 
pantheistic idea, seriously proposed by scientist James 
Lovelock, has been dubbed the Gaia hypothesis, after 
the goddess of the Earth. Repelled by the teleological 
connotations, many scientists reject the Gaia hypothesis, 
opting for the appeal to chance. 


Of course, another logical possibility is that the 
solar system is only thousands of years old. In 
this case, there is no paradox to explain 
because the Sun has not been around long 
enough to increase much in luminosity. Many 
may object that we know that the Sun its 4.6 
billion years old, but that is not true. There is 
no direct way of measuring the age of the Sun. 
Our understanding of the Sun’s structure does 
not permit a precise calculation of how bright a 
‘zero age’ Sun should be compared with a 4.6- 
billion-year-old Sun. All that we can conclude is 
that the older Sun should be brighter than the 
younger Sun. The 4.6-billion-year age comes 
from the alleged age of meteorites, and it Is 
assumed that the Sun Its the same age. 


Of course creationists reject the billion-year 
age for meteorites as well. 

So, the early faint Sun paradox is evidence that 
the Sun, and therefore the solar system, is 
young and consistent with the 6,000-year age 
of the solar system as recorded by Biblical 


chronology. 
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Most geologists seem to insist that 
over the past 3.8 billion years the 
average temperature of the Earth has 
not changed that much. If anything, 
temperatures before 2.5 billion years 
ago would have been warmer. 

If the Earth had ever been mostly 
covered with ice year round, then its 
average temperature would have been 
even cooler than the -3°C mentioned 
above. The increased ice cover would 
increase the reflectivity of the Earth, 
reducing the heat absorbed from the 
sun. This is a common problem with 
the popular idea of multiple ice ages— 
once one commences in earnest, the 
increased reflectivity due to additional 
ice cover leads to decreased solar heat 
absorption that Is difficult to reverse 
toward a warmer climate. 


(The Oard model of a single post-Flood 
Ice Age caused by warm oceans and 
volcanic dust tn the atmosphere does 
not have this ed rence As the volcanic 
dust eventually dissipated, the oceans 
provided the heat to melt back much 
of the ice cover.) 

How do evolutionists resolve the early 
faint Sun paradox? Most assume that 
the early atmosphere of the Earth had 
more greenhouse gases than the 
current atmosphere. This would have 
kept the Earth warm despite the Sun 
being less luminous at the time. As the 
Sun increased in brightness, the 
amount of greenhouse gases in the 
atmosphere is supposed to have 
decreased in such a way as to exactly 
cancel the increased heat received 
from the Sun. 


In other words, as the Sun evolved, the 
Earth’s atmosphere also evolved to 
cancel out the effect of the increased 
solar luminosity. The evolution of life is 
Supposed to Nave played a role in this 
evolution of the atmosphere. 
Clearly, such evolution of the Earth's 
atmosphere would require a very 
delicate balancing act. While there Is 
some tolerance for deviation, any 
prolonged deviation from ideal 
conditions could have led to 
catastrophic heating or cooling from 
which the Earth might not have 
recovered. Venus and Mars are possibly 
examples of each of these scenarios. 


rianetary scientists tnink that wnile the 
Earth and Venus are very similar, Venus’ 
closer proximity to the sun gave that 
planet an initial temperature higher than 
that of the Earth that led to a runaway 
greenhouse effect. As a result, today 
Venus has the hottest surface 
temperature in the solar system. 
Conversely, Mars ts a very cold planet 
today, yet there is abundant evidence 
that, early in its history, liquid water 
once flowed on its surface, indicating 
that Mars was much warmer. Most 
researchers say this happened about 3.8 
billion years ago. However, at that time 
the Sun would have been 25% fainter 
than today. Therefore, the early faint Sun 
paradox provides a very different 
problem for Mars: why was that planet 
much warmer when the Sun was at its 
faintest?

Scientists at North Carolina 
State University and at Montana 
State University’s Museum of 
the Rockies in Bozeman, found 
brownish oblong cells, elastic 
threads of veins and pliable dabs 
of red bone marrow in the core of 
a stout hind leg, the researchers 
reported in the journal Science. 

The translucent vessels were 
so elastic that when one was 
stretched out and then released, 
it snapped back like a rubber 
band. 

“To my knowledge, preserva- 
tion to this extent has not been 
noted in dinosaurs before,” said 
Mary H. Schweitzer, a paleon- 
tologist at North Carolina State 
University in Raleigh. 

“The. tissues are still. soft,” 
said Schweitzer, who led the re- 
search team. “The microstruc- 
tures that look like cells are pre- 
served in every way.”

From the 15th century onwards, seafaring expeditions became increasingly important. Cultures in Europe were 
beginning to build advanced ships, and global trade required the development of reliable shipping routes. If ships 
become important, so do maps. This is because ships need maps; oceans are dangerous places, and every Captain 
needs to know where he is going, both to prevent his vessel wrecking upon rocks and to ensure efficiency in delivering 
cargo. 


Thus during the 16th century Europe witnessed the efforts of the world famous map makers, amongst them Mercator 
(his name still on many a world atlas today), Oronteus Finaus, Piri Reis, and Bauche. 


Their reputations gave them access to source maps handed down from across the generations, many via the Library of 
Alexandria and beyond, the origins of which could not be known. The importance of compiling existing maps together 
was obvious; expeditions were setting out every day, and even lands unconfirmed should be placed on maps, so that 

sailors at least had a direction to set out in and find out if the place really existed. 


The maps created varied from creator to creator. They all seem to have had common elements, as if choosing different 
pieces from an existing jigsaw. This is indeed a valid metaphor, because they were simply compiling their maps from 
different and ancient source maps. 


Their maps create historians a number of problems: 


1. Phillipe Bauche's map shows Antarctica as divided into two separate land masses, with very detailed shorelines. His 
map seemed to be wrong at the time, because Antarctica, when finally visited, looked nothing like that. But in 1958 a 
seismic survey of Antarctica was carried out. The discovery was made that Antarctica was indeed two archipelago 
islands, and the subglacial topography matches Bauche's map to every detail. But this means that Bauche had a correct 
map showing Antarctica *without* any ice on it. Antarctica has not been in this condition for at least the last 10,000 
years, if ever. 


2. Piri Reis' map shows the detail of Antarctica as the subglacial topography on the southern exactly is in actuality. But 
once again, this condition could not have existed for the last 10,000 or so years. 


3. Fineas' map seemed to be based on similar source maps, and again showed Antarctica, but this time. but this time in 
an intermediate stage of ice and exposed subglacial topography, charting Queen Maud Land, Enderby Island, Marie 
Byrd Island, etc. 


4. South America is also shown in immense detail, but with puzzling exceptions. The Amazon river and islands are 
plotted perfectly on the Reis map, but Marajo is left out. 15,000 years ago Marajo is thought to have still been part of 
the mainland. Reis accidentally lets the Amazon appear twice, presumably due to mistakenly overlapping his source 

maps. But the second time Majaro does appear, along with correct teutonic changes over time. Had someone been 

mapping these waters over a period of a few thousand years from 13,000 BC onwards? 


5. The most amazing evidence comes from Mercator. Every once in a while, he would produce a definitive world atlas, 
as more shores became charted. This is a tradition that has continued until the present day; you can still buy a Mercator 
atlas in the shops. His atlas of 1569 replaced his 1538 map, especially the detail of South America, since this had 
recently been charted by contemporary sailors of his time. We now know that not only was his 1538 map far more 
accurate, but incredibly it also contained measurements of longitude. 


Longitude is the distance in degrees east or west of the prime meridian. It is much harder to calculate than latitude, 
which can be measure by deductions of direction using the stars or the sun for observation. Longitude however, 
requires distance = speed x time, and needs a chronometer. 


Discovering longitude became a preoccupation for sailors, and as late as 1760, no one had managed it. In England a 
Board of Longitude was set up, to solve this "greatest of all naval problems". Called before them in 1714, Sir Isaac 
Newton explained to this board that "a watch required for such accuracy hath not yet been invented". Over 20,000 
pounds were offered as a prize to any man who might build such a device, and finally in 1761, Harrison's prototype 

chronometer "ushered in a new era of sea travel". 


Thus finally in the 19th century, maps began to be updated with correct longitudes. And yet, Mercator's map from 1539 
shows perfect evidence of longitudes having been accurately calculated. How could his ancient source maps - their use 
seen as geographical alchemy at best - have contained the use of technology not invented until centuries after 
Mercator's death? Certainly he had no knowledge of it, for he erroneously updated his maps with what he thought was 
more accurate information from 16th century exploration. 
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Over the past several 
decades, South Afrikaans 
miners have found 
hundreds of metallic 
spheres, at least one of 
which has three parallel 
grooves running around its 
equator.

The presence 
of goethite nodules in the 
weathered pyrophyliite is 
consistent with the presence of 
pyrite nodules in the 
unweathered pyrophyllite 
because goethite is a common 
weathering product of pyrite, 
which is not sedimentary. This 
pyrophyliite is a quite soft 
secondary mineral, with a 
count of only 3 on the Mohs 
scale, and was formed by 
sedimentation about 2.8 billion 
years ago. These spheres 
consist of goethite within the 
near-surface, weathered 
pyrophyllite and consist of 
pyrite in the unweathered 
pyrophyllite.

Nano-technology artifacts from the upper Pleistocene (approx.

Many Christians have been deluded into 
thinking that the plethora of new bible 
versions that are flooding the market 
today, all teach the same things, but just 
with different, updated words. In this 
brief study, we shall examine just four 
verses found in the Old Testament. In 
the King James Bible they are precious 
verses which teach sound doctrine 
concerning the truly amazing grace of 
our loving Father towards His children. 
These precious truths have been 
distorted and even denied in the new 
perversions- which include the nkjv, the 
nas and the niv. Please hear me out, 


Numbers 23:21 


In the book of Numbers chapters 22 - 24, the false prophet Balaam had been 
called by Balak the king of Moab to curse Israel. God allowed Balaam to go with 
Balak, but rather than cursing the people of God, Balaam was compelled to bless 
them instead. In Numbers 23:19-21 we read these beautiful truths: #God is not a 
man, that he should lie; neither the son of man, that he should repent: hath he 
said, and shall he not do it? or hath he spoken, and shall he not make it good? 
Behold, | have received commandment to bless: and he hath blessed; and I cannot 
reverse it.? The next verse, 21, expresses a great truth in the KJB, but this is 
where the error of the new versions occurs. Verse 21: 3He hath not beheld iniquity 
in Jacob, neither hath he seen perverseness in Israel: the LORD his God is with 
him, and the shout of a king is among them?. 

God has always dealt with His people according to the everlasting covenant of 
grace revealed to Abraham and his spiritual seed, confirmed to them and fulfilled 
in Christ. See Galatians 3:12-29. 2And if ye be Christ's, then are ye Abraham's 
seed, and heirs acording to the promise.? God had redeemed His people out of 
Egypt (Exodus 6:6) and forgiven their sins, even though they were a stiffnecked 
people ( Num. 14: 19, 20). Just as God sees us as blameless, holy and without spot 
(Eph. 1:4; | Cor. 1:8), not because of our own obedience or righteousness, but 
because we are covered with the righteousness of Christ, so too, were His people 
in the wilderness. 

But see how this truth has been lost in the nas and the niv *bibles?. The nas says: 
3He has not observed misfortune in Jacob; Nor has He seen trouble in Israel.? The 
niv has: 3No misfortune is seen in Jacob, no misery observed in Israel.2 There had 
been misery and misfortune in Israel, as well as sin and rebellion. But God is 
speaking a blessing through Balaam upon His redeemed people and stating how 
He sees them because they are His own peculiar people. *Who shall lay any thing 
to the charge of God's elect? It is God that justifieth.? Romans 8:33. This truth of 
great comfort is lost in the nas and niv. | personally do not believe any other 
English bible contains all of God's perfect, preserved, inspired words except the 
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Deuteronomy 32:5 


Tremendous error and contradiction have been introduced into this section of 
Scripture by the nkjv, niv and nas *bibles2. This is part of the song of Moses which 
says in verses 3-5: 31 will publish the name of the LORD: ascribe ye greatness unto 
our God. He is the Rock, his work is perfect; for all his ways are judgment: a God 
of truth and without iniquity, just and right is he. ? The next verse is where the 
lies of the modern versions enter. The true Holy Bible says: *They have corrupted 
themselves, their spot is not the spot of his children: they are a perverse and 
crooked generation. Do ye thus requite the LORD, O foolish people and unwise? is 
not he thy father that hath bought thee? hath he not made thee, and established 
thee?? 

If you look at the context, in the previous chapter God told Moses that the people 
would enter the promised land and would go a whoring after the gods of the 
strangers of the land and turn to other gods. God knew this before He brought 
them into the land, so their entering the land did not depend on their foreseen 
obedience to the law, but rather because of the covenant of grace made with 
Abraham. They are still His children whom He bought (verse 6) , His people and 
inheritance (verse 9) and verse 19 still refers to them as his sons and daughters?. 
They are His children even though disobedient, just as your child is still your child 
no matter what he does. God's children did corrupt themselves with strange gods, 
and the spot or blemish they received belonged to the idolatrous practices of 
other people, but they are still His children, bought by God and belonging to Him 
as the rest of the chapter shows. 

Now look at the nkjv in verse 5. 7They have corrupted themselves: They are not 
His children, Because of their blemish.2 The nas is similar with its: 7They are not 
His children because of their defect?. Both these perversions tell us they are not 
His children, and then in the very next verse tell us they are His children because 
He is their Father and He bought them! The niv is even worse with its: *to their 
shame they are no longer his children2. This teaches the vile doctrine that one can 
be a child of God and then lose it and no longer be His child, yet verse 6 and 19

The last words of David, the sweet psalmist of Israel, are recorded 
in Il Sam 23: 1-5. The KJB says in verses 2,3,5 : 2The Spirit of the 
LORD spake by me, and his word was In my tongue. The God of 
Israel said, the Rock of Israel spake to me, He that ruleth over men 
must be just, ruling in the fear of God...Although my house be not 
so with God; yet he hath made with me an everlasting covenant, 
ordered in all things, and sure; for this ts all my salvation, and all 
my desire, although he make it not to grow.? (?not to grow? 
probably refers to David's house, but the nkjv/ nas/ niv have 
changed this into a question rather than a statement). 

He that rules over men must be just, ruling in the fear of God. 
David, for the most part, did fairly well, yet he failed miserably in 
the matter of Bathsheba and Uriah, whom he murdered. Yet, even 
though David had not lived up to the divine standard,( only Christ 
as the true Son of David could do that) God had established the 
everlasting covenant of the *sure mercies of David? with him and 
He does the same thing with us. See Isaiah 55:3 KJB. 

Yet notice the suble but deadly changes made in this verse by the 
nas and niv. Instead of 7Although my house be not so with God, yet 
he hath made with me an everlasting covenant...? the niv has: 3Is 
not my house right with God? Has he not made with me an 
everlasting covenant arranged and secure in every part? While the 
nas has: ?Truly is not my house so with God? For He has made an 
everlasting covenant with me, ordered in all things and secured.’ 
Neither agrees with the other, yet they both unite in implying that 
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Isaiah 35:8 


3And an highway shall be there, an a way, and it shall be called The way of 
holiness; the unclean shall not pass over it; but it shall be for those: the 
wayfaring men, though fools, shall not err therein. No lion shall be there, nor any 
ravenous beast shall go up thereon, it shall not be found there; but the redeemed 
shall walk there.? This verse teaches that there will be an highway for the 
redeemed to walk on and even though they may be fools, they shall not err. If we 
are among the redeemed by the blood of Jesus Christ, He will keep us secure even 
though we, in and of ourselves, are at times foolish. What a comfort and 
encouragement to our souls. We are all foolish at times. All of us make dumb 
misakes and do not think clearly nor act with wisdom all too often. But praise God 
He chooses the foolish things of this world to confound the wise - | Cor. 1:27 and 
even though *the children of this world are in their generation wiser than the 
children of light?- Luke 16:8 

Versions that agree with the KJB reading here in Isaiah 35:8 are the asv, 1917, 
1936, Young, Geneva, Darby, Spanish, rsv and nrsv, and the nkjv though it omits 
several words found in the Hebrew text, but basically it says the same as the KJB. 
However in the nas we read: ?And a highway will be there, a roadway, and it will 
be called the highway of holiness, but it will be for him (the Hebrew is them- not 
him) who walks that way, and fools will not wander on it.? The nas fools will not 
wander on it? seems to be saying fools will not get on it occasionally but the niv is 
even clearer in its perversion of truth. The niv has: ?And a highway will be there, 
it will be called the Way of Holiness, The unclean will not journey on it; it will be 
for those who walk in that Way, wicked fools will not go about on it.? There is no 
word for *wicked?2 in Hebrew, and the niv is teaching that there will be no fools on 
the highway- the exact opposite of the KJB and others. If you are a Christian, and 
can honestly admit that you are sometimes foolish, then there is no comfort or 
assurance that you are a child of God and among the redeemed if you believe the 
niv. According to the niv in Deut 32:5 you may once be a child of God, and then no 
longer be His child- gone is the eternal security of the believer who has been 
redeemed by the precious blood of Christ. You had better watch your step! This is

Fveryone in the world is descended from a single 
person who lived around 3,500 years ago, according 
to a new study. 


Scientists have worked out the most recent common 
ancestor of all six billion people alive today probably 
dwelt in eastern Asia around 1,415BC. 
Although the date may seem relatively recent, 
researchers say the findings should not come as a 
Surprise. 

Anyone trying to trace their family tree soon 
discovers that the number of direct ancestors 
doubles every 20 to 30 years. It takes only a few 
centuries to clock up thousands of direct ancestors. 
Using a computer model, researchers from the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology attempted to 
trace back the most recent common ancestor using 
actimated natterns of miqration throudqhout history. 


the Americas. Going DacK a few thousand years 
more, the researchers found a time when a large 
fraction of people in the world were the common 
ancestors of everybody alive today - while the rest 
were ancestors of no one alive. That date was 
9,393BC, the team reports in Nature. 

The researchers, led by Dr Steve Olson, stressed 
that the date was an estimate. 
"Nevertheless, our results suggest that the most 
recent common ancestor for the world's current 
population lived in the relatively recent past - 
perhaps within the last few thousand years," he said. 
He added: "No matter the languages we speak or the 
colour of our skin, we share ancestors who planted 
rice on the banks of the Yangtze, who domesticated 
horses on the steppes of the Ukraine, who hunted 
giant sloths in the forest of north and south America 
and who laboured to build the Great Pyramid of 
Khufu."
